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On  July  9tbj  after  sT)ending  a  week  in  Holland 
and  Belgium,  llr.  Seville  and  a  band  of  excited  students 
were  landing  in  Nairobi  International  Airport,  a  few  rr.iles 
froiLi  the  city  of  Liairobi.   They  went  through  Custoti.s  and 
Iii.n.igrations  quickly,  and  everywhere  they  went,  they  were 
K.et  by  a  cheery  "Jumbo"  which  i..eans  "Hi"  in  owahili. 

They  were  driven  to  the  beautiful  ivorfolk  Hotel 
which  is  near  the  Nairobi  University  grounds.   The  Ilorfolk, 
which  is  a  grand  and  quite  modern  establishment,  has  an 
elegant  dining  hall,  large  bedrooms,  a  pool,  and  maiay 
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other  cori.forts  of  homo.   It  nlso  has  o  large  court  yard, 
consisting  of  cages  filled  with  exotic  birds  and  a  western 
style  covered  wagon.   It  was  here  that  the  group  stayed  for 
one  of  the  riiost  interesting  experiences  of  their  lives. 

About  a  ten  minute  walk  froL-  the  hotel,  is  dov.m 
town  Nairobi,  which  has  a  ponulation  of  about  500,000,  and 
is  easily  the  largest  city  in  that  part  of  Africa.   It  is 
a  rdxture  of  the  old  and  the  new;   froi,.  the  open  niarkets  to 
the  riiodern  Hilton  hotel.   It  is  an  exciting  city,  with  wild 
aniii^als  only  a  couple  of  ndles  away. 

The  group  visited  wany  places  including  the  Ilairobi 
iMational  Park  and  the  Jlnirobi  1  useun.  of  Natural  History.  The 
i\iairobi  National  Park  is  the  experience  of  a  life  tiii-e.   It 
stretches  out  over  a  vast  plain,  covered  with  tiny  clots  of 
bush  land.   Anin.als  such  as  rhinos,  lions,  elephants  were 
everywhere,  as  well  as  soriie  lesser  known  aniiuais,  like  the 
Lesser-coudoo  and  the  Dik-dik.   One  tiuie,  the  group  was 
lucky  enough  to  see  a  leopard,  which  are  quite  rare  in  that 
part  of  Kenya.   Once  they  witnessed  a  lion  stalking  a  baby 
elephant.   The  lion  would  have  killed  it  but  the  elephant 
riiOther  chased  the  intruder  away,  at  full  speed. 

The  group  also  visited  a  Snake  Park  which  held 
n,any  species  of  snakes  and  other  reptiles  either  in  glass 
cages  or  in  pits. 

After  a  few  days  in  Nairobi,  they  departed  for 
a  little  town  called  Nan.anga.   The  town  was  a  small  area, 
niade  up  of  a  hotel,  a  filling  station  and  store,  and  a 
I'lasai  village.   The  Ilasai,  who  are  the  local  natives,  ruako 
wood  carvings,  hunting  weapons,  and  other  African  trinkets 
by  hand,  which  they  sell  to  visiting  tourists.   The  group 
spend  an  entire  day,  just  bargaining  for  these  objects,  and 
they  found  out  that  bargaining  is  a  great  sport  once  you've 
got  the  hang  of  it.   Some  n.cK.bers  of  the  group  even  tjade 
friends  with  soHiC  of  tlie  warriors. 

The  hotel  was  reore  of  a  motel,  with  two  people  to 
each  hut,  and  a  pool  out  in  the  back,  where  the  anir.als  would 
often  cotLe  to  drink  at  night.   The  group  spent  the  night  there 
and  it  was  their  first  experience  with  bed  netting,  which  is 
used  to  keep  away  harmful  ijosquitos  that  carry  llalaria.   The 
netting  was  a  triuniph. 
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Noxt  they  (^rovo  out  to  the  Anibosoli  Tent  CarLn. 
On  the  way  the  bus  drove  by  n  bunch  of  hard  working  liasai 
woLen  and  everyone  wanted  to  get  pictures  of  thenu   The 
wouen  do  not  like  their  pictures  taken  and  they  proceeded 
to  throw  rocks  at  the  bus.   This  did  not  bother  the  group, 
but  when  the  wor:.en's  husbands  car;je  with  ten  foot  spears, 
the  bus  took  off.   The  tent  can;p,  where  they  spent  the 
night,  consists  entirely  of  a  set  of  large  tents.   They 
are  set  up  in  the  middle  of  the  wilderness,  right  at  th,e 
foot  of  ilount  Xilar.^anjaro.   The  dining  room  itself  is  one 
Uiassive  tent.   One  thing  that  kept  everyone  on  their  toes, 
was  the  necessity  to  keep  their  tents  shut  tightly,  other- 
wise the  luonkeys  which  inhabit  the  area  would  get  in  and 
steal  little  objects. 

The  next  rooming,   the  band  set  out  for  Ngulia 
Lodge,  a  luxurious  hotel,  in  the  i.Addle  of  a  large  gaiue 
reserve.   People  ate  on  a  large,  covered  terrace,  over- 
looking a  water  hole  where  the  animals  of  all  kind  would  coc.e 
for  their  i;,idnight  drink.   If  you  were  tired  one  night,  but 
you  wanted  to  see  a  certain  aninal  that  pight,  you  could 
leave  your  rooi..  nun.ber  along  with  the  type  of  anii.al  you 
wanted  to  see,  and  if  that  aniL.al  cniiie  during  the  night, 
the  hotel  staff  would  conie  and  wake  you  up.   Elephants  v^ere 
the  usual  visitors  and  often  made  quite  a  disturbance  in 
the  flower  beds,  but  often  Tjore  elaborate  creatures  appeared. 

■finally,  on  July  15th,  the  bus  drove  into  ilonibasa, 
and  stopped  at  the  beautiful  Oceanic  Hotel  by  the  Indian 
Ocean.   The  hotel  has  a  large  pool,  and  a  golf  course  nearby. 
The  group  enjoyed  r.any  hours  of  wining,  dining  and  dancing, 
in  this  hotel  where  they  were  treated  like  kings. 

They  all  found  different  things  to  do.   Sori.e  of 
ther;i  rented  an  African  beach  buggy,  in  which  they  cot.. bed  the 
beaches  and  travelled  the  country  side.   Others  went  swin.niing 
in  the  Indian  Ocean.   They  rented  a  glass  botton,  boat  and 
went  out  into  the  Great  Corral  Reef  and  snorkled  for  hours. 
The  reef  is  a  beautiful  panoraina  of  colours,  where  you  swim 
through  the  rocks  and  atiiong  the  hundreds  of  fish  who  swim 
right  up  to  you  when  you  have  sori/e  bread  in  your  hand. 

The  boys  and  girls  also  visited  a  typical,  Kenyan 
private  school.   It  was  soiuewhat  like  our  own  schools,  but 
there  the  boys  were  eager  and  would  give  anything  to  go  to 
School.   The  group  made  many  friends  as  they  wandered  through 
the  different  classes   3or.,e  of  the  Africans  even  asked  them 
for  their  addresses  in  Canada. 
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Tho  next  f^ay,  the  bus  drove  into  a  large  nreg 
covered  in  low  tents  and  trees.   This  vns  the  hoae  of  the 
f3i:.ous  Kenynn  vjood  cnrvcrs.   The  group  bargained  with 
thei.i  and  bou;rhi;  the  beautiful  carvings  for  very  low  prices. 

On  the  sanic  day,  they  visited  a  tannery.   The 
tannery  smelled  pretty  bad  but  it  was  worth  it  jUst  to 
sec  all  the  extremely  fine,  anin.al  furs.   For  relatively 
low  prices,  they  could  buy  everything:  froi.,  large  zebra 
carpets  to  sujall  key-chains  made  of  lion  fur. 

The  next  stop  on  the  agenda  was  Ilzir.a  Springs 
where  they  saw  alligators  and  the  heads  of  hippos.   The 
hippos  are  very  shy  creatures  during  the  day  and  only 
coi.;e  out  at  night,  when  they  often  wander  for  r..iles  in 
search  of  food. 

Towards  the  end  of  their  stay  in  lioiribasa,  they 
travelled  to  the  Great  Rift  Valley,  which  is  a   giant  size 
food  basket.   It  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  land 
li.arks  of  the  world.   An  Atiierican  astronaut  said  that  he 
could  see  it  clearly  frouj  the  moon. 

After  their  visit  in  ilombasc,  they  boarded  a 
night  train,  back  to  Nairobi.   It  was  a  great  experience 
on  the  train.   They  could  sit  back  eating  their  rjeals  in 
the  dining  car  and  watch  the  country  side  and  anir-.als, 
as  they  moved  along. 

Back  in  Nairobi,  they  continued  to  explore  more 
of  the  city  and  its  shops.   They  told  everyone  of  their 
trip  to  the  east  and  of  their  visit  to  an  old  fort  by  the 
sea.   The  old  St.  Jesus  Fort  covers  a  large  area,  filled 
with  endless  massages  and  deep  tunnels.   It  looks  out  over 
the  sea,  and  it  is  obvious  that  it  has  undergone  many  hard 
battles. 

Then  on  the  21st,  they  made  an  excursion  to 
Hakuru  and  Lake  llaivasha,  the  ome  of  the  f amour  flocks  of 
Pink  Flamingos.   There  were  so  many  of  them  that  they  formed 
a  solid  pinic  outline  around  the  lake,  which  could  be  seen 
from  a  neighbouring  mountain.   The  group  could  get  so  close 
to  the  birds  that  they  get  fantastic  pictures.   They  also 
drove  up  the  mountain  by  the  lake.   On  the  top  of  this 
mountain  is  a  fatous  object.   It  is  a  large  pole  with  labell- 
pointers  sticking  out  on  sides.   On  these  pointers  is  the 
name  of  a  city  and  the  amount  of  miles  away  it  is.   One 
of  them  was  Hew  York,  which  reminded  the  group  of  how  far 
away  from  home  they  were   They  could  also  get  wonderful 
picutres  of  the  lake  from  atop  the  mountain  The  boys  and 
girls  spent  their  last  night  having  a  party  at  the  IMorfolk 
Hotel,  and  said  goodbye  to  the  city  of  Kairobi  and  to 
Africa. 
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The  next  r.^orning,  they  boarded  a  plane, 
bound  for  England  and  a  week  of  tours  and  sight- 
seeing.  The  trip  culr.dnated  in  style  with  the 
return  flight  to  Ilontrenl  in  n  KLlI-7^7  Junbo  Jet.
